Dr. Myers, a witness for the state, 
being absent, an 
attachment was 
issued for his pereon. , 


Dr. H. V. Swerinften was the first 
witness called for the state and testi 
fied : 
Attended church Sunday night 
at the Free Methodist church in the 
Seventh ward; 
Drs. 
Younge and 
Myers accompanied me and entered 
with me; we took a seat in the front 
part of the church. Dr. YouoRe to the 
left and Dr. Myers in the "Amen cor 
ner;" a lady sat to the right of me 
Rev. Dr. Stemen conducted the ser 
vices; he held the Bible on his lap 
his head being down; he did not at 
first notice UP, but after raising and 
announcing his text he noticed our 
presence; a few moments after be 
ginning his « rmon, he stepped to the 
front, and pointing his finger at me 
told me to stop laughing; I replied 
that I was not laughing, and he reas 
serted that I was; I then arose and 
called the audience to witness I had 
not indulged in unseemly mirth; 
suppose I could have used my cane to 
advantage, I think he uasd the ex 
pression "notanother word, sit down." 


At this point there was an entrance 
of 
sympathizing sisters from 
the 
Stumptown sanctuary who flocked 
about the defendant. 


The church was illuminated saffl- 
ciently to allow of defendant seeing 
whether one laughed. 


Cross examination: 
Don't know 
when Dr. Myers and Young before at 
tended this church; I never attended 
before} I had on a pair of eye glasses; 
I do not wear them usually; I put on 
the glasses for the purpose of making 
myself appear as sober as -possible; 
am not a drinking man; I did not 
peer at Steman over the tops of the 
glasses; don't know the names of the 
elders or class leaders; don't know 
whether Dr. Myers or Younge are 
members of the Methodist church; 
I am not at present a member; the 
church is a mile from the court house; 
I made a lemark that it was a long 
way; had no particular desire to at 
tend church; several years ago, in the 
presence of Dr. Retz, Dr. Stemen 
challenged me to hear him preach in 
these words: 
"lean preach before 
you and the whole faculty;" I did not 
see fit to hear him until Sunday eve- 
ning; I heard him preach once before 
at Centenary M. E. church} the rear 
portion of the church laet Sunday 
night was well filled; I 
wanted 
to look solemn because I knew that 
my presence would annoy him; my 
feeling towards Stemen is bitter; I 
don't think he is a Christian; Dr. 
Myers and myself were on our way to 
the church and called at t)r. Younge'a 
store and invited him; I invited also 
Drs. Dills, Porter, Thayer, Greene- 
wait and Poyneer to accompany me; 


made no facei nor laughed at Dr. 
Stemen; it was not necessary to resort 
to any extraneous manoeuvres of this 
kind; my motives in attending were 
not the purest; if I had waotedspirit- 
ual light I would have gone perhaps 
to the Ethiopian church; after being 
commanded, I sat down; 
another 
motive I had in going was, because 
recently Dr. Stemen signed a protest 
to my reading a paper before the In- 
diana State Medical society; I wrote 
postal cards to THB SENTINEL, Oa 
zette and Journal 
stating that "Rev. 
Dr. Stemen would preach at the Stump- 
town church at early candle light ," 
am not authorized to make an- 
nouncements for this church; I did 
not go to the church to disturb the 
meeting, though I knew my presence 
would annoy him; I went there know- 
ing that I would annoy him; I went 
to the church for the purpose of an- 
noying him, but I behaved like a 
pe/fect gentleman; the ^ye-glasses I 
borrowed from my wife; I occasion- 
ally wear taem; have heard Stemen 
deliver a lecture at the Berry street 
church on the "Relations of Chris- 
tianity to the Practice of Medicine;" 
preached there once myself. 
Dr. W. H. Myers testified: 
Have 
practiced medicine in this city since 
1860; attended church at Stumptown; 
sat in front, because the back part of 
the church was crowded; was in a 
position to see Sweringen's face; Dr. 
Stemen was eitting back of the altar, 
bible on his knee, bis glasses astride 
lis nose, singing most vociferously; 
he then announced his text, "Reep 
Tcnin^lf in the Love of Qod;'* then 


he discovered the presence of Swer- 
ingen, Younge and myself; he then 
advanced and said, "Dr. Sweringen 
you must stop laughing;" his tones 
were loud and he evidently incended 
them more for the audience than 
Sweringen; 
Sweringea's 
demeanor 
was quiet and respectful; Stemen per 
sisted in his assertion and Sweringen 
appealed to the audience. 


Cross-examined: 
I don't care at al I 
about Stemen; have nothing against 
him; am not particularly unfriendly 
to him; don't speak to him on the 
street; am a brother-in-law of Dr 
Sweringen; did not go to the church 
to annoy Stemen; I had a curiosity 
to hear a preacher-doctor; 
never 
heard one before; in an address de- 
livered at the college, I had reference 
to a class of preacher-doctors who in- 
fest the country; know Dr. Jewell, of 
Chicago, but don't know that he ever 
preaches; didn't change my seat be- 
cause it was rickety and I feared it 
wott\d break down; if I used my 
handkerchief it was not through dis- 
respect; if I did use it, it ^as to 
blow my nose; the statement in a cvtj 
paper that I used the handkerchief 
offensivelyis untrue; did oot wip^ my 
eyes with my handkerchiet that night. 


Dr. J. W. Younge testified: 
Have 
been in city six years; I could have 
seen Sweringen laugh; Stemen was 
occupying a ver^ devout attitude on 
the chair when we entered; I jiioed 
in an old fashioned hymn with which 
I have been familiar for a qua^rtcr 
of century; Dr. Stemen's eyes rooved 
from myself to Dr. Sweringen, and 
then there was a sensation. 


Here followed a graphic description 
of the scene by witness, which differ 
ed in no way materially from that 
given by other witnesses. 


So far as I know his deportment 
was that of a gentleman. 


Cross examination: I saw no glas^^es 
on 
Sweringen's 
nose; 
church was 
crowded as to the rear seats. 


Lucy C. Gould testified: 
Am a 
school teacher; ^as present at the Free 
Method'st church Sunday evening; 
Dr. Stemen announced his text from 
the book of Jude, and then repri. 
manded 
Sweringen 
for laughing, 
which accusation Sweringen denied; 
for my part, 19SW no disturbance; if 
he was laughing, he was certainly very 
quiet about it. 


Cross-examination: 
I live in Fort 
Wayne and teach at the Clay street 
school; my father was formerly in 
the furniture business in this city; 
Drs. Sweringen, Myers and Younge 
never attended me; I do rot kno*^ 
them; went to the church with Mrs. 
Wiley and her daughter; couldn't 
seeDfS. Younge, Myfrs, or Sweringen; 


had better business than watching 
them; don't know that there ia a book 
in the bible called Jude. 


The examination is in progress as 
we go to press. Justice Ryan having 
rendered no decision as yet in the 
case of assault.

TKE WAR OP THE DOCTORS. 


l'hè Spicy Trial of Dr. St«mei| 


for Banging Dr. Swering^n 
. 
in 
tiie 
Nose'—Defendant 
Pleads Guilty to Assault 
and Battery. 


This morning, at 10 o'clock, the 
case of the State vs. O. B. Stemen, M. 
D., charged with provoke and assault 
and battery on Dr. H. V. Sweringen, 
WM called in iustice Ryan^s (k)Urt. 
On suggestion of Mr. Hench, cOhnsel 
for Stemen, an adjournment was had 
to the criminal court, where a curious 
audience, in whiôh Were members of 
the medical profession, brethren and 
sisters of the Stumptown Methodist 
church and idlers about town, had as- 
sembled. 


Messrs. 8. M. Hench and Hartman 
¿k Fleming appeared for Dr. Stemen 
and for the State, Deputy Prosecutor 
Rodabaugh. Mr. J. Q. Stratton was 
Dr. Sweringen's counsel. 


Mr. Hench arose and stated to the 
chaise of assault and battery that de- 
fendant plead goiliy, but that defense 
would adduce evidence in mitigation. 


Dr. H. V. Sweringen was the first 
witness called for the prosecution. 
He testified as follows: 
Graduated 
in 1876; have practiced medicine in 
this city since 1868; know Dr. O. B. 
Stemen; he assaulted me in Justice 
Harding's court ; he struck me several 
times, once in the back of the head ; 
he struck me three times; I was 
pikrtially felled by the blow; he seem- 
ed angry and enraged. 


Cross examined (Hench): 
The 
time was shortly after 9 o'clock a. m. ; 
I stood sideways when he struck me; 
before he arrived I was walking up 
and down the court room; I did not 
laugh at or make gestures at Stemen ; 
I belive the assault was aecoited by 
an occurrence Sunday Bight, at the 
Free Methodist church; I am not 
friendly to Stemen; I dislike him very 
much; I have a Very bitter feeling 
toward Dr Stemen. 


Mr. Hench: 
Have you not sent 
scurrilous letters and postal cards at 
various times to Dr. Stemen ? 


Objected to by Rodabaugh. 
Mr. Hench here arose and stated 
that he wished to show in mitigation 
that for years prosecuting witness 
had pursued defendant with great 
vindictivenees. 
Counsel said he had 
a stack of these letters on hand ; that 
Sweringen had challenged Stemen to 
personal combat, and had leveled at 
him a great deal more of abuse. 


Mr. Stratton replied that prosecut- 
ing witness had already testified as 
to the bitter feeling existing between 
himself and Scemen. 
He thought, 
therefore, it was not necessary to 
drag into the case their personal and 
petty quarrels alL that is relevant to 
the occuirences in Justice Harding's 
court. 


Mr. Hartman said that the defense 
insisting on producing these letters, 
the postmaster had called the atten 
tion of the authorities to the matter. 
Counsel said they could show that 
these scurrilous K tters were sent to 
Dr. Stemen when he lay near to death 
with brain fever. 
They wished to 
show the malice which prompted 
Sweringen to go to the church with 
the purpose of disconcerting the de- 
fendant and exposing him to redicule. 
Mr. Hartman waxed very eloquent. 


Mr. Stratton said he should still ob- 
ject. Dr. Stemen's proper redress for 
the alleged letters was in a criminal 
libel suit. Though it is admitted doc- 
tors cannot seemingly dwell in unity, 
it is really unnecessary to drag into 
this case their spiteful attacks of 
tongue or pen one upon the other. 


Mr. Hench called the attention of 
the court to the admissibility of evi- 
dence tending to prove the intent. 
For the purpose of justification and 
mitigation, he thought the letters al- 
leged to be addressed to Stemen ^by 
Sweringen should be admitted to evi- 
dence to show that the assault was 
not that of a ruffian, but a long suffer- 
ing man, on his mortal enemy. Dur« 
ing Mr. Hench's remarks, the audi- 
ence applauded sympathetically and 
Justice Ryan was, obliged to pound 
vigorously upon the desk. 


Mr. Stratton rejoined again. He 
proposed a case in which Hench 
should turn preacher and he (Stratton) 
should attend his services and be 
affected to teais at Hench'seloqaence. 
What could be wrong? These trifles 
are of little importance. It is of 
coQne right to show circumstances 
tending to show intention in case of 
homicide, etc. This case is however 
very remote from those suggested bv 
defendant's coiuisel. Mr. Stratton's 
speech was full of ridicule, ot defend- 
ant and he seemed to show that he 
thought this the only weapon that 
could be luéd with any eflect. 


Jusdee Byan ruled that the letters 
and documenta shonld no£ be intro* 
duced in ei^denoe êft it had nothing 
to do with the case. The sntagonism 
of the parties is sufficiently notorious. 


Oroe examination continned : The 
hand-writing on the envelope shown 
lere is not mine; don't remember 
whether I aent thé letter yoa have 
shown-me; mf^node of waclue wu 
on paper, aiid. thst of tttemeft with 


hii mouth; I pat myself on record; 
I can hardly remember the number 
of letters sent to Stemen; I did not 
sign the letters because I knew that 
Stemen was acquainted with my chi- 
rography; can't approximate the num- 
ber of letters, there were so many; 
have received several replies from 
Stemen, one in reference to charges I 
preferred against him before the offi- 
cial board of the Wayne street M. E. 
church. 


Constable John B. Bobbins^ being 
sworn, testifie^w to the arrest of Dr. 
Stemen Monday the 22d;« walked into 
the office, and found no one but Swer- 
ingen standing near a desk. Stemen 
had Sweringen about the neck and 
struck him three times before I could 
get to him. 


Cross examined: Did not see the 
first part of the affiray; Sweringen was 
twirling hlb cane. 


The state here rested. 
Dr. Hetrick, the first witness for 
defense, testified: Dr. 
Sweringen 
stood near the desk; he started for 
the railing ani as the two men met 
Stemen struck; I heard nothing said; 
Dr. Sweringen made no motions ex- 
cexpt to swing his cane; didn't notice 
expression of his face; Dr. Stemen 
made a direct line for the railing 
about the desk. 


Cross examination: There is a desk 
back of the 'stove but the desk I refer 
to was that of 'Squire Harding be- 
hind the railing; they were two feet 
from the desk; struck him straight 
from the shoulder; I can show you 
how it was if you like. 


Dr. C. B. Stemen, the defendant, 
testified: Have lived here four years; 
lived at Van Wert, Ohio, bofore com 
ing here; am practicing medicine; 
preached at Free Methodist church 
Sunday evening last; Drs. H. Y. 
Sweringen, W. H. Myers and J. W. 
Younge were present; we were singing 
at the time they came in; when 
arrested Monday, I entered the jus 
tice's office and Dr. Sweringen, who 
was present, intercepted me at the 
railing and smiled in bis peculiarly 
insulting way and I struck him; a 
circumstance which I now regret. 


Cross-examined: He fell the 
ond time I struck him; 1 first slapped 
him with open hand; I was much ex- 
cited at the time; was a few feet 
from the banister; he walked toward 
me, swinging his cane; I wished to 
hurt him; I had no intention of strik- 
ing him when 1 entered; it was a sud- 
den impulse which I could aot con- 
trol. 


Re cross: Have for several years 
been receiving 
letters and postals 
through the postoffice from Dr. Swer- 
ingen; I recognize the letter shown 
me; it is known as the "lampblack" 
letter, the address on the envelope be- 
ing printed in large black letters; t 
received, perhaps, 150 letters in all; 
when sick, my family received circu- 
lars with scurrilous addresses in Dr. 
Sweringen's hand-writing. 
The defense here rested. 
The state called Justice D. L. Hard- 
ing, who explained the position of the 
furniture in his office. 
He did not 
witness the encounter. 


Dr. Sweringen recalled by the state 
testified that he did not grin at 
Stemen; Stemen did not strike me 
in the face with his open palm; there 
was a desperate effort to hurt me, 
but it failed. 


Court adjourned until 1:30, when 
the trial of the provoke paae was taken 
up.

At a meeting of the common coun- 
cil last night in committee of 
the 
whole, an ordinance was adopted fixing 
salaries as follows: 
Mayor, $1,700 
per annum; clerk, $2,250; treasurer, 
$2,000; city assessor, $3 per day; dep- 
uty assessors, $2 per day; street com- 
missioner, $1,100; city civil engineer, 
$1,500; city marshal, $1,100; deputy 
marshals, $60 per month; city attor- 
ney, $1,600; chief of fire department, 
$1,000; trustees of water works, $150; 
market .naster, $200; assistant engin- 
eer, $60 per month ; secretary of board 
oi health, $150; chief of police, $75 
per month; lieutenant of police, $70 
per month; patrolmen, $2 per day; 
councilmen, $2 per session, and $2.75, 
per day for committee duties, not to 
exceed $150 per annum. 


The salary of city at orney was 
increased from $1,000 to $1,600, and 
the salary of chief engineer of the 
fire department from $900 to $1,000 
The increase in the salaries of these 
officers was just and right.

The Sad Fate of a Young Ger- 
man Clrl Shipped to this Coun- 
try by Her 
Seducer—She 
Reaches 
Here in

tress and is Sent to 
the County Asylum. 


Yesterday, in company with Geo. 
Braun, the baker of No. 135 Fairfield 
avenue, a young German lady, called 
at the trustee's office and Mr. Braun 
related her sad story. 


It appears that the girl, whose name 
is Mary Prachert, comes from a small 
village near Dresden, the capital of 
Saxony. 
In her native hamlet ehe 
fell a victim to the wiles of a young 
man who kept her company and soon 
her condition became such that an 
exposure of her disgrace was immi- 
nent. 
Her lover then induced her to 
come to New York, saying that he 
would 
follow 
as 
soon 
as 
his 
busine^ 
arrangements 
were com 
pleted and he could sell out. The 
confiding girl was furnished with 
tunds, and at the dead of night, left 
her aged parents and home and went 
to Bremen where she embarked on 
a steamer for this country. 
Do the 
»teamer was a niece of Mr. Braun, 
the baker of this city, and the two 
formed an intimate acquaintanceship 
during the voyage. The steamer had 
occasion to put into some port where 
the passengers disembarked, as the 
ship remained at dock nearly a week. 
Here Mr. Braun's niece ran short of 
funds, and Miss Prachert furnished 
her with money. 
Arriving at New 
York, Miss Prachert could not find 
her friends, and her companion wrote 
to her uncle, Mr. Braun, who sent OB 
railroad tickets to this city, and the 
two girls came on here, arriving Mon- 
day. 


In view of Miss Prachert's condi- 
tion, she approaching maternity, it 
was thought best to send her to the 
county asylum whither she was con- 
veyed yesterday. The girl is a large 
blonde, rather good looking, and well 
dressed. 
As Mr. Braun related her 
sad story, she was frequently con- 
vulsed with emotion, and wept long 
and bitterly. She now realizes that 
she is the victim of a heartless man, 
who will not redeem his promises to 
make her reparation. 


On the girl's recovery, she will be 
sent back to New York, where she 
has relatives who will provide for her.
